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@ Confusion for Choice A farmers 
@ Who handles your cotton? 


THE CHOICE A purchase and resale program 
is due to bog down in a morass of con- 
fusion and recrimination about Oct. 15. 
Contributing to . the breakup of the pro- 
gram are restrictive regulations which 
have discouraged potential buying and 
selling agents from attempting to qual- 
ify. This is particularly true in the 
Southeast, where the greatest percentage 
of Choice A farmers are located. 





OTHER CIRCUMSTANCES are combining to 
bring on the ultimate in confusion. 
Weather, which has slowed the harvest in 
the Lower Rio Grande Valley, Louisiana 
and parts of Texas, has speeded up ma- 
turity in other parts of the Belt. This 
means that cotton is being harvested in 
all areas at the same time. With mechan- 
ical pickers used more than ever before, 
the rush of cotton to the warehouses will 
be such that embargoes seem not only 
possible but probable. 


IN ADDITION TO THIS the CCC has sold be- 
tween 1.5 and 2 million bales to ship- 
pers. The warehouses, taxed with handling 
an unprecedented flow of inbound cotton 
will be pressured by shippers and mills 
to ship the cotton bought from the cata- 
log—and the cotton sold by trade agents 
for the CCC in the country. It appears to 
be a physically impossible chore. 


TO SELL HIS CHOICE A COTTON a farmer must 
have his warehouse receipt, his Green 
Card class and a certificate from the 
warehouse that the cotton actually is in 
the warehouse. He can sell at the market 
price to anyone without these things, 
but the market price is cents-a-pound 
under the Choice A price. To sell to the 
government he must find a buyer who rep- 
resents the CCC or must take his papers 
to the county y ASC office. This involves 
time, trouble and delay. These will be 
compounded when the warehouses fall be- 
hind in handling the cotton and the 
classing office lags with the classi- 
fication. 





FARMERS will do well to check who will 
handle their cotton for them. In the 





@ Two new cotton laws next year 


Southeast, uninformed farmers consigned 
their cotton to buyers who traditionally 
have handled their crop, only to find 
that these buyers had not or were not 
qualified to make purchases for the CCC. 
There will be delay in any case—but it 
will be less for the farmer who knows 
where his cotton is going. 


THERE ARE two new laws affecting farmers 
and their cotton acreage beginning next 
year. The first requires them to plant 
their allotments or release them to the 
local ASC office so that they can be re- 
allotted; or be penalized the next year. 
The penalty is that the next year's 
allotment will be one-half the sum of 

the allotment in the previous year and 
the acreage actually planted. If no cot- 
ton were planted, the farmer's allotment 
would be cut in half the second year. 

The second law permits the leasing of 
allotments of 10 acres or less. Both laws 
are aimed at retaining production history 
within the counties and states. 





THE TRIUMPH of winning public support for 
Administration efforts experienced by 
President Eisenhower in his television 
appeal for labor legislation has encour- 
aged the White House to try the same 
thing with agriculture. There re will be a 
television and radio appeal for public 
backing for the Administration bill. It 
will not affect cotton until 1961, if 
passed, and then, possibly, only by getting 
away from the parity concept, or making the 
ultimate minimum in 1962 only 60% of 
parity instead of the 65% under the pres- 
ent law. 

If the parity concept is abandoned, 
then the price support level would be 90% 
of the average price for the previous 
three years. Unlimited acreage could be 
the price the Administration would be 
willing to pay in order to get the leg- 
islation it wants. 

Election year is a poor year to 
get farm legislation. The President's 
plea will open the door to challenges 
of his program. The resulting legislation 
probably will be a hodgepodge of po- 
litical bids for farm support.

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THE FIRST YELLOW milo (hybrid grain sor- 
ghum) will be available as a feed next 
summer. It'll be from DeKalb's new X-49, 
now being sold in limited amounts for 
planting next season. It'll contain about 
half as much vitamin A per pound as corn, 
but will be the first milo to have any 
of the vitamin (important in feeding 
poultry, but seldom important when the 
grain is being used for hogs or cattle). 

Some experts claim that any of the 
best grain sorghum hybrids already in 
use will about equal corn, pound for 
pound, in feeding value. Some claim it's 
only about 95% as good. The difference, 
if there is any, is not in the lack of 
vitamin A, however; so the new yellow 
hybrid may not have much better feeding 
value for hogs and cattle than present 
hybrids. 


GLASS FERTILIZER. Glass mixed with six minor 
elements (boron, copper, iron, manganese, 
molybdenum and zinc) slows down their 
leaching out of the soil, experiments at 
the Fla. Exp. Sta. show. Called frit, the 
glass fertilizer applied at the rate of 
25 to 50 pounds per acre has produced 
excellent results, says chemist H. W. 
Winsor. 








SOME VEGETABLE CROPS in coastal regions 
were saved this year by brackish-type 
waters used sparingly for irrigation pur- 
poses, reports USDA. Water used, how- 
ever, contained only 1/8th to 1/10th as 
much salt as sea water. Caution: Don't 
use these flood waters without first hav- 
ing salt content checked. 





TWO “NEW” INSECTS have showed up in parts 
of the South. One is a biting ant (not 

a fire ant) reported in Virginia and in 
Tennessee. It lives under rocks, etc. 
and reportedly has killed young pigs by 
its bite. 

Other is a face fly (or black bush 
fly), also found in Virginia, which 
clusters around eyes, nostrils, etc. of 
cattle. It slows growth and milk produc- 
tion and may carry pinkeye to susceptible 
animals. 


TO BEAT THE $50,000 minimum on loans, a 
wheat farmer will have to reduce his ’ 
total wheat acreage by 20% for next crop.

HESSION FLY STOPPER. A wheat resistant to 
the pest has been developed by Ga. Exp. 
Sta.—about 400 bushels were planted this 
year by Georgia growers. In tests, the 
wheat, Ga. 1123, was clipped three times 
and it still produced 6 bushels more 
grain per acre than standard varieties. 
Has big kernel and can be planted about 
September 1, ignoring the Hession fly 

and gaining some good fall grazing. 





STOPPING CORN WASHOUT. With 51 inches of 
rainfall at the Dixon Springs, Ill. Exp. 
Sta., an average of only 300 pounds of 
soil per acre washed away where a mulch 
planter was used to plant corn on a 9% 
Slope. Fifty times that much soil washed 
away on plots that had been plowed and 
planted the conventional way. 





GRASS BY INCUBATION—growing trays of 
grass, without soil, in eight days ina 
control chamber, for feeding roots, seed 
and all to cattle—is getting its first 
farm try in Alabama by dairyman T. L. 
Crowder, of near Eclectic. He was dis- 
appointed in first month's operating 
cost of the incubator, but is reserving 
judgement for longer test. 








UNDER THE NEW WHEAT LAW, a farmer who 
plants no wheat for 1960 harvest can 
still get maximum history acreage credit 
e e e« provided his planted acreage in 
either 1959 or '58 was equal to 75% of 
his allotment. (Soil Bank acreage counted 
as planted.) If you do not meet these re- 
quirements, you must plant 75% of your 
allotment to keep your allotment history. 
If weather prevents seeding of a 
1960 crop, you can preserve maximum 
acreage credit only if you notify your 
county committee by December 1, 1959. 











FARMERS HAVE A STAKE in the outcome of 
wage fights going on between Labor and 
industries; especially in steel (where 
price increase means higher production 
costs on the farm) and in the meat pack- 
ing industry (where higher wages mean 
higher marketing costs). 


THE WHEAT VOTE for higher quotas was by 
the lowest margin (80.8%), with the 
fewest number of farmers voting yet re- 
corded.

@ @ @ The story about R. H. Phillips 
and his evaporative coolers for his 
chicken houses (“Controlled Climate 
for Chickens,” July issue) might be all 
right in dry Texas, but not where it 
rains. So why doesn’t- he just take 
out those tin walls and let nature 
ventilate the house? 
A. J. Rogers Jacksonville, Fla. 
As far south as Jacksonville, that 
might be the best idea. However, 
temperatures under an insulated roof, 
even with all walls removed, some- 
times climb above 100 degrees at Jack- 
sonville. That's too hot for hens. And 
it’s not the rainfall, but the average 
daily humidity during summer that 
limits use of evaporative cooling. It 
doesn’t have much cooling effect when 
humidity is high, it’s true.

IN the September issue of FARM AND RANCH you read how 
“Pellets on Grass” are fed to pastured cattle at Buck and Doe 
Run Valley Farms, a King Ranch property near Wilmington, 
Del. Here you will read how veteran farm manager Tommy 
Wilson puts the “finish” on steers once they go to feedlots in 
late November. 

Of the 5,300 steers started on pasture at the farm last 
spring, Wilson expects to have about 2,000 left to fatten 
after the “best doers” are gradually sold off pastures. And 
he is set up to handle that job with the same efficiency he 
demonstrated in supplementary summer feeding. 

The 2,000 steers will be equally divided into eight modern, 
400-head-capacity, ultra-convenient pens, where they will be 
full-fed to good market grades (some will stay on feed until 
as late as next March).

Design of the feeding facility is a combination of ideas 
gleaned from state colleges, feed concerns and other ranch- 
ers—with some of Wilson’s own features thrown in. The 
pens are built in series of four—two end-to-end on each side 
of a central feed alley. Each pen has a long pole-constructed 
shed across the north end—sheds are enclosed at each end 
and along the north side. Construction is sturdy, but simple 
—materials consist of treated poles, metal roofing and rough 
lumber (painted red). Fencing is also of treated timber. 

Feeding is done in the open. The concrete feed alley 
doubles as an access drive for feed trucks and other vehicles. 
A big bulk-feed truck makes one round trip through the 
alley daily—dispensing feed to two pens on the way up, 
and to the two on the other side on the way back. 

Each pen’s fence on the side next to the feed alley is made 
of only two wide boards (or four narrow ones in pairs)}— 
one at the top and bottom, so there’s a wide space between 
through which steers can eat (photo at left). Surface of 
the feed alley is 8 inches above that of the pen floor, which 
makes for comfortable eating for the cattle, and prevents 
their crawling through and out (only small calves have man- 
aged it). 

One man and a boy can handle the entire feeding opera- 
tion in very short order, one driving and the other guiding 
the feed dispenser tube (see photo above). 

Although Wilson has been using pellets to feed supple- 
ments to steers on pasture, he has not used them on pen 
feeding. He will start, however, as soon as he can get bin 
capacity at the mill for storing the pellets he needs to full- 
feed 2,000 steers daily (his 6-ton-per-hour mill can handle 
the pelleting job with ease). {End}

What's wheat in for now? 


IF ANY one crop can break the back of the farm program, 
it'll be wheat. After six months of heated wrangling be- 
tween congressional farm leaders, Secretary Benson and 
the farm organizations, the wheat problem is more alarm- 
ing than ever—enough to stir President Eisenhower into 
making new farm legislation a Number One target for the 
next session of Congress. 

The 250,000 or so commercial wheat farmers—and the 
several hundred thousand “15-acre boys”—who benefit most 
from high prices for wheat, couldn't have it better. While 
support levels and cash market prices for almost every 
other crop have been cut drastically; and probably will be 
cut again for 1960, wheat supports have stayed high. They're 
down only four cents a bushel for the next crop. 

But for legislators in Washington—who get more re- 
luctant every year to go along with the cost of farm pro- 
grams—President Eisenhower has a mighty club. 


@ The national wheat carryover last July 1 was 1,300,- 
000 bushels—nearly 50% bigger than a year earlier, and 
more than we could use (in this country plus normal exports) 
in a full year, if we never grew another grain of wheat. 


@ By mid-1960, the carryover will probably be one and a 
half billion bushels. To store its share (CCC holdings) of 
that carryover wheat, the Federal Government is already 
paying out one and a half million dollars a day just for 
interest, storage, etc. By mid-1960, it will be nearly 
two million dollars a day. That doesn’t include losses when 
CCC sells wheat at less than was paid for it, or when it's 
bartered overseas through Public Law 480. 


@ Uncle Sam already has more than three billion dollars 
invested in wheat held by the CCC. That's one third of the 
total investment in all farm commodities held by CCC. 


@ National average support price for wheat was $1.81 a 
bushel this year, will be $1.77 for 1960. But Uncle Sam 
must pay the difference between that and the $1.60 or so 
per bushel it brings when it’s exported. And we export about 
as much wheat as we use in this country each year. 

The President's proposal will be to repeat Secretary Ben- 
son’s claim, that farm production can’t be controlled by 
limiting acreage planting. His solution: Cut support levels, 
lower and lower—in this case by having price supports re- 
lated to the average of market prices during the three years 
immediately preceding. (That's approximately the program 
supported by American Farm Bureau.) Unfortunately, that 
doesn’t seem to work so well either. With almost every crop 
which has a drastically lower support level this year than 
last—or than 1957—and does not have acreage controis, the 
size of the crop is bigger than ever. Supports for corn and 
milo are lower than ever, so farmers this year just grew 
more of it than ever. 

Also unfortunately for the wheat problem, the 15-acre 
“free” wheat provision looks more attractive for next season 
than ever. Anywhere that wheat can be expected to yield at 
least 20 bushels an acre, what other “extra” crop will make 
better use of 15 acres? And plenty of “15-acre boys” are 
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widening the loophole by dividing their farms up into several 
“contracts” (legal under county Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation office rules) and growing 15 acres on 
each “contract”’—30, 45 or even 150 acres on the whole 
farm. 

The high supports keep market prices high, too (see 
graph). Compared with other grains, wheat makes a mighty 
expensive feed—a pound of it has just about the same feed- 
ing value as a pound of corn for most kinds of livestock— 
and corn is selling for about a dollar a bushel this fall. But, 
with the lid now off feed wheat acreage, there'll be a record 
acreage of it harvested on the farms where it’s grown this 
season.

Pouring Concrete, and planning to set pipe or round poles 
in it later? An easy way to make the holes while the con- 
crete is fresh is with a soft drink bottle. Set the bottle in 
the fresh concrete with the bottom up, and sticking about 
a half inch above the level of the concrete. When it’s set, 
you can break the bottle and remove the pieces, then set 
the pipe down in the perfectly-shaped hole. Use a straight- 
sided bottle (not Coca-Cola) of the size you'll need.

Mays Montgomery, Limestone County, Ala. uses electric 
fencing to keep dogs and foxes, etc. out of pastures as well 
as keeping livestock and even chickens in. Three lower 
strands of smooth wire are spaced 8 inches apart and with 
the bottom strand 8 inches from the ground. Top strand 
is barbed wire, 3 feet from the ground. Weedless fence 
charger is used, —D. Davis, Ala. 


Got a vertical metal pipe so firmly set in the ground that 
it’s hard to lift out? It made a good post or support, but 
lifting it out without bending it is a problem. Use a pipe 
wrench and heavy-dimension board (such as 2 x 4”, about 
6 feet long). You'll need a brick, set a couple of inches 
away from the pipe, to “heel” the 2x 4 on. Set the pipe 
wrench on the pipe near the ground level, hold it tight 
and turn the pipe in the ground. Slip the end of the 2x 4 
under the upper jaw of the pipe wrench between turns and 
push down on the other end to lift upward on the pipe. 
Keep turning and lifting te raise the pipe a few inches at 
a time. —W. Danboro, Penna. 


Run out of corner insulators for your electric fence? Cut 
l-inch strips from an old inner tube. Loop one around 
the wire, drop it over the post, then tighten the wire. It'll 
serve until you can get more insulators. —L. Nobles, N.C. 


Got a lightweight yard gate that won't stay shut? An 
ordinary screen door spring will work, with one end of the 
spring attached to the bottom of the gate 6-10 inches from 
the hinged side. Then drive a steel anchor stake into the 
ground outside the yard at about a 70-degree angle. Wire 
the other end of the spring to this stake, then drive it on 
deep into the soil so you can't trip over it.

To put up temporary fencing, so it can later be taken 
down easily, drive a pair of staples into the fence posts 
wherever support is needed. The wire is held between the 
staples and locked against the posts by dropping large- 
headed nails down through the staples. Pull the staples out 
and you can take down the fence. 


Got a metal screw or bolt so rusted in place—or the 
head so damaged— that you can't get it out with screw 
driver or wrench? Just take a center punch to make a 
starting hole for the drill in the center of the bolt head. 
Then, using a drill slightly larger than the diameter of the 
bolt, drill down until the head falls from shaft of the bolt. 
Remainder of bolt can then be tapped out or pushed out 
with no trouble. 


Storing silage this way—in plastic bag inside woven wire 
fencing—has been one of the best ways yet at Texas’ ex- 
periment station near Beaumont. There has been prac- 
tically no spoilage—and storing it in the bags is easy with 
present equipment. Taking it out is a bigger problem, how- 
ever, and the plastic bag can be ruined by an accidental tear. 
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Thomas Dobrinick, (pictured) Belle- 
ville, Ill. 43 gilts saved 368 pigs. Total feed 
cost of 10¢ per pound of pork sold.

STOPGAP or SOLUTION? 


FTER a few weeks of it, you get kinda tired of tomato 
sandwiches, stewed tomatoes, fried tomatoes, three 
times a day. But what can you do but eat ’em? You 
can’t even give "em away!” moaned one Texas tomato 

grower last summer, when tomato prices sagged to their 
lowest levels in more than a decade. And this summer, his 
price outlook isn’t much better, although most Southern 
growers have slashed their acreage to a fraction of last year’s. 

Last summer, too, tons of blackberries rotted in the field, 
with no buyers at any price. Other seasons, it’s carrots, or 
watermelons, or onions. Growing perishable crops is a 
“heckuva way to make a living,” admitted an Oklahoma 
cotton farmer, who'd tried with lettuce for two years on 
“surplus” cotton acreage—and never harvested a pound of 
it. “You lose your shirt two years, expecting to make it 
the third year. Only, by then you've given up and switched to 
some other crop—and that’s the off-year for it!” 

In Texas’ Lower Rio Grande Valley last spring, repeated 
bad breaks with weather made the crop late, brought too 
much of it on the market at the same time as East Texas 
and out-of-state crops, tumbled the tomato market to $1.00 
per 55-pound lug—considerably less than the cost of grow- 
ing them. But, in food markets less than 200 miles away, 
tomatoes were still retailing for 29 to 39 cents—higher than 
off-season prices. In Arkansas, South Carolina and Georgia, 
growers made out little better. 

Appalled by the loss to one of their biggest cash crops, 
Rio Grande Valley growers last winter debated heatedly 
over—and finally voted in—a federal marketing agreement 
for tomatoes. For them, it’s a new experiment in helping to 
stabilize their markets, A marketing agreement for tomatoes 
has been in effect in Florida for a long time, however, and 
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By Bob Nichols 


there are at least 34 other marketing agreements in effect 
over the country. 

How much help will marketing agreements be in taking the 
boom-or-bust out of tomato marketing? That's all—just “a 
help,” concludes Texas’ veteran marketing specialist, Jimmy 
Rosborough. 

In Florida, the tomato agreement has worked pretty 
well—because the local committee made it work. But, 
cautions Rosborough, growers or handlers could still dump 
enough culls on the market to ruin it, or destroy the qual- 
ity and grade standards, unless the committee sets up strict 
standards and sticks to them. 

The Valley Marketing Agreement for tomatoes involves 
only a handful of growers, in just three tip-o’-Texas counties. 
For another vegetable (or perishable) to have the same kind 
of “control” in those counties, it'd take another hearing, 
another USDA decision and another referendum. And it’s 
doubtful that the Valley agreement does anything to im- 
prove the market for tomato growers farther north. 

In California, it took a mafketing agreement plus a strong 
contract and cooperative marketing program to stabilize 
citrus prices. It may take both to stop ruinous cut-rate 
prices on vegetables in perishable-producing areas. 

If you resent having the Federal Government stick its 
nose into truck farming, you'd resent the whole idea of 
marketing agreements for any perishable. But it’s mini- 
mum government “interference,” with a maximum of local 
control. At least, you'd like it better than actual price 
and production controls—which might be the next step 
after a couple more disastrous crops. It looks so far 
like it’s worth investigating for any perishable crop, any- 
where, that’s plagued by unstable, undependable markets.

That “Washington Jargon” Ain't easy! 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—If you're going to read after a 
farm writer in Washington, it's only fair for you to know 
about some of those fancy political and government terms 
he’s gonna spring on you from time to time. 

I haven't been here but a little more’n a couple of years; 
and I don’t know ‘em all. But I have done a lot of study- 
ing about a few of those big words—and I think I got them 
about figured out. Of course, I could be wrong; but 
at least you ought to know what I think I'm talking about 
whenever I slip those terms in—casual-like—the way all 
Washington writers are expected to do. For example: 


“Bureaucracy”—Bureaucracy is where them that’s doing 
the getting are outnumbered and outbenefited by the gov- 
ernment workers that're doing the rationing out. 


And “Socialism”—That's where the people get out of 
government a part of what they would of made for them- 
selves if the government hadn't taken it away from them 
in the first place. 

“Liberal” is another one you hear a lot about—Way I 
got it figured, Liberals are the politicians and the voters 
who think we can’t ever get enough government “services” 
(and controls)—or have too much of taxes and federal debt. 
(Don't get the idea that they believe in a one-party system— 
they just want to take over both the political parties.) 

The “Conservatives,” on the other hand—They are the 
ones in both parties who believe now what the Liberals 
used to believe—back when what the Liberals believe now 
would of surely been called Socialism. 

“Compromise”—That’s the “art” that they say Lyn John- 
son (senator from Texas) is a master of. It’s a keenly 
skillful way of getting what you don’t want, is what it is. 

One more is “Potomac Fever”—This is a disease of the 
brain, common to the Washington area, that makes you 
forget what it was that the home folks sent you up here for— 
and starts you to believing what the local press and the gov- 
ernment releases are telling you. 

. .. So now I hope we can understand one another better. 

President Eisenhower “Khrushchevied” us. Meanwhile, 
Secretary Benson takes off September 23 on a “trade de- 
velopment” tour of six European countries and Russia. Sev- 
eral editors are accompanying Benson, including Tom An- 
derson, editor and publisher of FARM AND RANCH. In 
addition to Russia, the group will observe the agricultural 
situation in Yugoslavia, Poland, Finland, Norway, Sweden 
and Germany (attending a trade fair at Bonn), returning 
on October 9. 

Sign-up date for Conservation Reserve has been extended 
to September 30. Farmers and local offices will now be 
given until October 16 to complete signing of contracts. 
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And the House passed a Labor Bill—much to the surprise 
of everybody. It wasn’t really a tough bill (on racketeers 
and Labor officials), but was far stronger than anything 
voted before. 

Opinion here is widely divided on whether to give credit 
for the Labor bill to Ike’s TV talk, or to stupid threats by 
some Labor bosses—or maybe even to courageous men like 
Landrum (D-Ga.) and Griffin (R-Mich.), who introduced 
the substitute measure, and other congressmen who had 
the guts to vote for it. (Last heard from Senator John Ken- 
nedy was still trying to make it clear to the kings of the 
labor unions that he “didn't do it.”’) 

But what about the congressmen who didn’t have the 
stomach to vote against the labor bosses? 

Georgia demanded an accounting from Rep. Mitchell, only 
congressman from that state to vote against the bill— and 
the only answer he could come up with was that he “thought 
it couldn’t pass.” (Great reasoning!) Next truck the people 
have with him may be at the polls. 

Vote on the Landrum-Griffin bill in the Southern region 
was 94 to 24 in favor. Just in case there are others who 
want to do a little talking at the ballot boxes, here are the 
congressmen who—for one reason or another—couldn’t see 
their way clear to cross union officials by making it a little 
harder for them to be unfair and crooked in dealing With 
their own members and the public. These men voted “no:” 

Alabama—Rains and Jones (with Elliot not voting); Ark- 
ansas—Trimble and Alford; Georgia—Mitchell; Kentucky 
—all guilty except Siler; Louisiana—Boggs and Morrison; 
Oklahoma—all guilty except Belcher and Jarman; Tennessee 
—Ross Bass; Texas—Brooks, Patnum, Thomas and Thomp- 
son; Virginia—Jennings. Note: Not a single “no” vote was 
recorded from Florida, Mississippi, North Carolina or South 
Carolina. 


Public Law 480 Extension caused a last-minute ruckus in 
Congress. Not over the extension itself, but over whether 
to let Hubert Humphrey (D-Minn.) add on enough of his 
Food For Peace plan (overseas storage, 40-year loans to 
other countries and United Nations spending of the funds) 
to give him some presidential campaign thunder. 


Another great debate that helped to hold up adjournment 
of Congress was one connected with the one-more-cent-per- 
gallon gasoline tax, for financing the road-building projects. 
The question under debate here was whether to write it up 
for a year or for 22 months. 

Of course everybody knows that no tax is ever taken off. 
But in this particular game of “play like it’s temporary”— 
a game long familiar to the American taxpayer—the law- 
makers just couldn’t make up their minds how long they 
should tell the people it was going to last.

LONG ALLIES, the Texas Sheep & Goat Raisers Assn. and 
the Texas Farm Bureau fought each other vig- 
orously on the wool and lamb promotion refer- 
endum. In a bitter San Angelo meeting, top 
officials who had hoped to reach friendly 
agreement broke apart in anger. Sheepman J. 
B. McCord of Coleman said he resented the . 
Farm Bureau's trying to tell an independent 
commodity group how to vote. T. A. Kincaid, 
Jr. of Ozona said the Farm Bureau follows a 
policy of "rule or ruin." He said the Farm 
Bureau has long considered the wool industry 
an "outlaw" group because the Bureau has not 
been able to control it. 

J. Harrell West, TFB president, compared 
the compulsory wool promotion checkoff from 
incentive payments to compulsory union dues 
and said the Bureau would help sheepmen work 
up any kind of voluntary program they want. 
Sheepmen reminded him that the Farm Bureau 
helped defeat a beef industry voluntary 
checkoff. 

It appeared an old friendship was dang- 
erously shaken. 








DRY WEATHER early in spring cut fat lamb percent- 
ages in most of West Texas early in season, 
but late-spring rains brought out an unusual 
percentage of late-fat lambs. One packer 
buyer, discouraged early, said he shipped 
more fat lambs in mid=-Summer than ever before. 
He even sorted 75% fats from one set of lambs 
in a semi-arid county that never produced them 
before. These lambs fattened on mesquite 
beansSe 

One ranchman in Pecos County said he had 
been on same place 42 years, missed a chance 
to sell a big string of fat lambs because he 
had never owned any before and didn't know 
how to recognize them. Summer heat finally 
melted them down. 











DRAGGY LAMB MARKET in late summer caused many Fort 
Stockton-area ranchmen to move lambs into 
commercial feedlots rather than accept de- 
pressed prices. One feedyard operator reported 
9,000 lambs on feed for ranchmen, most of 
whom had never fed before. Some would sell if 
market improved, while many would feed them on 
through and ship them when fat. 








BLACKFACE crossbred sheep are rapidly increasing 
in Reagan County, says E. 0. Nevills, county 
agent. He estimated that a third this year 
were Suffolk-Rambouillet crosses and that next 
year half may be. Many ranchmen are counting 
on buying finewool replacement ewes in other 
counties and are raising crossbred lambs to 
weigh heavy and move to market early.

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$136 worth of lamb - - 


WANT to get something besides ex- 
penses out of a small grain crop? 
Try grazing two “crops” of lambs on it 
each winter and spring, the way Ark- 
ansas Experiment Station agronomist 
A. E. Spooner has been doing. To 
find some profitable use of oats or 
other small grain, with or without a 
legume interseeded with it, he has been 
buying Western feeder lambs to finish 
out on the winter grazing. Some of 
the results: 


@ The grazing has produced as 
much as 684 pounds of lamb per acre 
(in increased weights of the two crops 
of lambs from beginning of grazing, 
in October, to finish in late April). 
That would figure from $136 to $171 
worth of market lamb per acre, de- 
pending on lamb prices. 


@ Lambs gained as much as .70 
pound a day. (These gains were from 
pasture only—without supplemental 
feed.) 

@ Best gains for the entire grazing 
period (the 684 pounds per acre) came 
from a mixture of wheat with crimson 
clover. However, it did only a little 
better (66 pounds per acre) than wheat 
alone (at 3 bushels per acre), so it 
probably wasn’t worth the extra ex- 
pense for the clover seed. And wheat 
by itself produced more grazing per 
acre (262 pounds gain) for the fall 


“crop” of lambs (grazed October !5 to 
December 24) than the wheat-clover 
mixture. 

@ Oats—at 5 bushels per acre—did 
produce the most grazing for the fall 
“crop” of lambs, but did very poorly 
for the second group of lambs, grazed 
through March and April only. Oats, 
also, did a little better in combination 
with crimson clover than by itself, but 
probably not enough to pay for the 
seed. (It was about 40 pounds of gain 
per acre extra.) 

@ It took heavy rates of seeding 
to get the best gains. Wheat seeded at 
only 5 pecks per acre got average 
daily lamb gains of only a third of a 
pound, and total gains, for the two 
groups of lambs, of only 406 pounds 
per acre of pasture. 

@ Cross-seeding (going across the 
field a second time with the grain drill, 
at right angles to the first time) didn't 
help much. Grazing was about as 
good either way. 

Spooner seeded the pastures on 
August 28 and fertilized them with 
300 pounds of 10-20-10 per acre. He 
also top-dressed with application of 
60 pounds of nitrogen per acre in mid- 
February. To get best use of the graz- 
ing, lambs were shifted from pasture 
to pasture—or the numbers increased 
or decreased as needed. 





Grow and store the cheapest silage 


HOW DO you make the most profit- 
able silage? E. S. Holmes, agricultural 
engineer, Florida Experiment Station, 
studied the silage-making operations of 
12 cattlemen to find out. 

The information he obtained re- 
vealed that for these cattlemen the 
most economical way to make silage 
for a horizontal silo was with this 
equipment: 

@ Three wheel-type tractors. 

@ One power-take-off type harv- 

ester. 

@ Two self-unloading wagons. 

As to the type of silage that is eas- 
iest and quickest to put up, Holmes 
found he could handle more tonage 
of corn-cane silage in the shortest 
time with the fewest man hours. 


Pangola grass took the most time to 
harvest. Millet harvesting was faster 
than pangola, but considerably slower 
than corn silage. 

Machinery and labor costs per ton, 
excluding cost of fuel and oil, were 
cheapest for corn-cane silage, highest 
for pangola, with corn costing less 
than millet. 

Holmes observed that as the grasses 
became more mature it took longer 
to harvest a ton. 

When it came time to feed out the 
silage, which method was cheapest? 
A commercial silage unloader was the 
most economical when 40 tons or 
more were fed a year. Hand forking 
the silage was found to be usually 
more economical than using a tractor 
and scoop.

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THE PERENNIAL PAGEANT 


TRY planning your flower garden on 
paper even before you buy seed, bulbs 
or plants. If you can’t find a list of 
flowers already arranged by their 
height, color and time of bloom, it’s 
fairly easy to make such a list your- 
self, using information from the vari- 
ous seed catalogs. 

First, though, draw a rough sketch 
of your plot of planting ground. No 
bit of ground is too small for beautifi- 
cation! In placing your groups, avoid 
straight, soldier-like formations. Try 
to make it appear as though nature 
herself had put each plant there. 

Next, decide on a color scheme. 
Maybe you prefer all light colors for 
spring, brilliant colors for summer... 
or a garden of many contrasting col- 
ors. Gardens of a single color are 
beautiful . . . an all-white or all-blue 
is breathtaking. Once you've decided 
on your scheme, color the spaces on 
your sketch with crayons. This will 
give you a general idea of the over- 
all appearance. 

Now for the list-making. Since 
height of flowers determines their po- 


sition in the bed, make a list for “tall” 
plants (40-50 inches), one for “med- 
ium” (20-30 inches), and one for 
“low” (6-15 inches). As you list each 
plant, make a column for its color, 
average height and time of bloom. 
After its name indicate with an A or 
P whether it’s an annual or a peren- 
nial. When your lists are made, it's a 
matter of choosing from them what 
you want and where you want to plant 
it. 

Let’s suppose you want a garden 
with many light colors. From the 
“tall” list for the back of your bed you 
might have chosen anchusa (blue), 
sneezewort (yellow), false camomile 
(pink), Chinese lantern plant (orange) 
and monkshood (blue). In the center: 
daisies (white), grape hyacinth (blue), 
leopard’s bane (yellow), snowflake 
(white), and true lavender (lavender). 
In the front: spurge (yellow), bell- 
flower (white), primrose (lavender), 
sea pink (pink) and candytuft (white) 

As the perennials fade and die ia 
your garden, fill in with annuals to 
keep the pageant going. Annuals pro-

vide excellent cover for before-and- 
after bulb blooming, because their 
shallow root system doesn’t disturb 
the bulbs (or other perennials) dor- 
mant below them. Together they'll 
make a series of pictures, each season 
blending into the next as the flowering 
cycles come and go. 

Don’t make the mistake of think- 
ing that once perennials are planted 
you can forget them. True, they don't 
have to be planted each year as an- 
nuals do, but in order for them to keep 
their vigor and quality of bloom they 
need care and attention, and do have 
to be dug and divided about every 
four years. Rule number one is: Don't 
plant them too close to each other 
They need elbow room. Over the 
years that they'll be left undisturbed, 
they'll grow into large clumps. Every 
fall and spring put a mixture of bone 
meal, dried sheep manure and wood 
ashes around them; dig this in lightly 
with a hand trowel and _ water 
thoroughly. Some of the less hardy 
perennials must be protected from 
burning winds and hard freezes

equal in depth to two or three times 
the diameter of the bulb. If planted 
too shallow, they'll emerge too soon 
and freeze. 


Should bulbs be watered after plant- 
ing? 

They should be watered at planting 
time, but continued watering is not 
necessary. Very little moisture is need- 
ed for their early root growth. 


Is it good to cover tulip, hyacinth 
and lily beds with leaves during the 
winter? 

Yes, especially in the upper South. 
Cover to a depth of 3 or 4 inches 
after the ground has frozen. 


How shall I feed my fall-planted 
bulbs? 

Liquid plant food can be poured 
carefully around the planted area after 
the bulbs are covered, and again in 
the spring just as the first buds are 
starting to show. Use a balanced plant 
food rated at 4-12-4 or 5-10-5 at the 
rate of 1 tablespoon to each gallon of 
water. 


What care should I give my bulbs 
after they have bloomed? 

Snap off seed heads. Let foliage die 
back naturally. Bulb is storing food as 
foliage matures, and is also forming 
next year’s flowers.

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Modern Shoes 


TO protect a modern fashion trend is 
likely as futile as trying to hold back 
the tide with a broom, but a good 
many doctors are worried about the 
effect of modern shoes on anciently 
designed feminine feet. 

With tiny platforms perched pre- 
cariously over a long spear making 
up the heel and a long toe shaped like 
a dum-dum bullet the woman’s shoe of 
1959 may be an object of esthetic 
beauty in the store window but a 
threat to health and security under 
foot. 

Now, strained and sprained ankles 
are undesirable, but in order to be 
in the mode the ladies might take the 
calculated risk of this limited injury. 

More important are the long range 
effect of such shoes. 

Simple mechanical principles insist 
that high heels must thrust milady’s 
thighs and pelvic bones forward, mak- 
ing it necessary for her either to arch 
her lower spine backward, thus keep- 
ing her balance, or to fall ignomini- 
ously face downward. Since most 
women choose the former, the normal 
curves of the lower spine are distorted 
and compromised. If the style per- 
sists long enough prominent and per- 
manent back disorders can result. 

While not all doctors agree on the 
cause of bunions it is usually agreed 
that faulty shoes play a dominant role 
in producing this condition. A bunion 
exists when the large toe deviates 
sharply toward the small toe, produc- 
ing a large painful lump on the inner 
side of the foot at the root of the 
toe. Often surgery is necessary to 
remedy the situation. 

If shoes are constructed so that the 
large toe is pointed straight ahead in 
line with the heel, there is much less 
danger of bunions developing later 
in life. Unfortunately, the fashionable 
pointed shoes force the large toes in 
the bunion position. 

Should You Take a Flu Shot?

Direct payments 
for hogs ahead? 


THE sheep program started to stink 
as a success story for Direct Payments. 
So . . . while we worried over the 
threat of subsidized imports of pork 
from Canada this fall, a scheme to 
get direct payments on domestic hog 
production in this country almost 
slipped through Congress. 

Much to the surprise of many ob- 
servers this new subsidy program was 
pushed dangerously close to passage 
as the session drew to a close. 

The Hog Payment Bill (H. R. 8394) 
—as reported out of the House Agri- 
culture Committee — would provide 
for payments of one to three cents 
per pound, on hogs sold at market 
weights of 175 to 190 pounds. The 
support payments would be used to 
keep the farmers’ price at a minimum 
of 14 cents. Payments to be by check 
from the government. 

A limit of $1,250 was agreed on as 
the maximum amount any one farmer 
could draw in any calendar year, 
which means . . . a farmer would be 
allowed only 219 hogs eligible for sub- 
sidy payments. Program would cost 
the government a maximum of $150 
million a year, the bill says. 

The House committee was careful 
to remove from the original bill all 
use of the word * 
to keep it from being associated with 
the incentive program for wool. But 
no member could explain how they 
would keep the program from en- 
couraging more and more production. 

Even if it made sense for the con- 
sumer to pay part of his food bill in 
the form of taxes, this law still might 
prove to be a trap for him. It would 
encourage inefficiency in production 
and standardize quality at a lower 
level. 

As for the farmers . . . 


their prices 
would be forever set at the support 
level (14 cents) because of production 


increases that would result. And they 
would depend on their checks from 
Congress for their profits. 

Whether the Hog bill is being used 
as a “feeler” to see if the country will 
stand for a socialized farm program, 
or is a second “guinea pig” needed be- 
cause the incentive program for sheep 
failed to generate enough support for 
it, is beside the point. Either way this 
move demands an answer from the 
people. 

One answer the people can give is 
to say and do nothing—to sit still. 
All the lawmakers need now to go 
“whole hog” on Socialized Agriculture 
is to find out that the country will sit 
still for it. —Bill Kennedy

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More pigs, 
More pounds, 
More prime pork 


AT LEAST one more pig per litter 
from the brood sows, several hours of 
labor saved per sow by self-feeding 
and at least 2% better carcass dress- 
out. Those are some of the things 
careful control of the hog rations have 
been doing at Arkansas Experiment 
Station in this year’s tests. 

@ Knowing that overweight gener- 
ally does cause small litters, the sta- 
tion’s swine researcher, K. W. Scott, 
tried to find out just how much a 
high-fiber feed would help hold down 
the sow’s weight. He used rice hulls, 
a fairly cheap feed in that state, alter- 
nated with alfalfa and wheat straw. 
(In some other states, silage has been 
used for sows for the same purpose.) 
These high-fiber feeds were added to 
a basal 16% protein ration of corn 
and soybean meal. It was then possi- 
ble to self-feed the sows with no 
danger they'd gain much more than 
the pound a day which Scott wanted as 
their limit. (Even with the rice hulls 
making up 40% of the self-fed ration, 
however, sows still averaged almost 2 
pounds a day. Sows self-fed on the 
basal ration with no high-fiber feed 
added gained 2.38 pounds a day, and 
were extremely fat.) 

When the same kind of comparisons 
were made with bred gilts, the over- 
fat gilts (on the basal ration, with no 
coarse ‘eed added) farrowed litters of 
from one to three pigs less than the 
gilts which got the rice hulls or straw 
in the ration. However, it took about 
70% rice hulls (70 pounds of rice 
hulls to 30 pounds of the basal ration) 
to keep the gilts’ gain, before farrow- 
ing, to about the pound-per-day Scott 
considered ideal. The rations with 
only 40% rice hulls held the gain 
down to only about 1.8 pounds a day 
—-still too much for best farrowing re- 
sults. 

@ High-energy rations (high in pro- 
tein, low in calories) made remarkable 
differences in the carcass quality of 
fattening hogs Scott tested. The high- 
energy feeds cost more, of course, (be- 
cause of the larger amounts of high- 
protein supplement, like cottonseed 
meal, they require). But the extra cost 
was well repaid. For one thing, it took 
less feed per pound of gain with a 
20% -protein ration than with a 12% 
one or even a 16%-protein ration. So 
there was little difference in the feed 
cost per pound of gain. And, when 
slaughtered, the hogs fed on the high- 
energy rations (20% protein) had 
higher dressing percents and higher 
percentage of the primal cuts.

Beef cows: 
Big or little? 


MORE evidence against compressed- 
type beef cows was reported at a re- 
cent short course for cattlemen, at 
Texas A&M College. H. H. Stonaker, 
Animal Husbandry Department head 
at Colorado State University, told the 
group about experiments in his state 
where the smaller, compact cows aver- 
aged a calf crop of only 81.6% while 
larger-framed cows averaged a 93.8% 
calf crop under the same conditions. 
Size of the bull had no effect on the 
calf crop percentage, but it did on 
the calves’ gaining ability; best-doing 
calves were from bulls weighing be- 
tween 1,800 and 2,200 pounds when 
mature, and from cows which were 
heavy milkers. In the feedlot, calves 
from the larger-type bulls did much 
better (they averaged $3.00 “profit” 
per 100 poynds of gain) than calves 
from smaller-type bulls (their average 
was a loss of $3.68). 

Stonaker warned, however, that cat- 
tlemen still have to select cows for 
mothering ability independently of 
size; big-type cows certainly are not 
always good milkers and mothers. 

Another problem Stonaker pointed 
out which might come from continued 
breeding for more size: Buyers may 
discount the heavier carcasses the 
calves will produce. 


“Pickled milo?” 
Good idea -- maybe 


CATTLEMEN at the summer short 
course at Texas A&M College heard 
two warnings about storing high-mois- 
ture sorghum grain in silos for later 
use as feed: 

@ The recent flurry of interest in 
storing the “wet” (15% moisture con- 
tent or higher) sorghum grain in trench 
silos—especially if they’re unlined and 
uncovered—may be mostly wishful 
thinking. There’s no evidence that 
storing the threshed milo this way is 
any better than piling it out on the 
ground. The only known experiments 
with dug silos for storing wet milo as 
silage were many years ago. Losses 
were heavy when it was stored this 
way—as much as 55% of the grain 
spoiled and couldn’t be fed. And the 
part of the grain which didn’t spoil 
didn’t make very good feed. 

@ Milo combined and stored at 
about 23% moisture (average) in 
sealed upright silos worked pretty well 
at the college’s experiment station 
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plantation last year. Cutting the milo 
that wet meant more pounds of grain 
per acre, of course, although it also 
meant more expense of combining. 
(Some of it was cut with as much as 
39% moisture, which proved too wet 
for the combine to handle properly.) 
Then, to compare feeding value of the 
“pickled” milo with dry milo, the sta- 
tion’s researcher, J. K. Riggs, divided 
feedlot steers into three groups, fed 
roughage, stilbestrol and supplement 
plus the grain this way: 

@ Unground high-moisture milo. 
This didn’t work so well. Steers could 
eat more of it per day, but their gains 
and finish on it were so poor, and 
they took so much feed per hundred 
pounds of grain, that this kind of feed- 
ing was stopped after 126 days. 

@ Moist milo ground as it was 
taken out of the silo for feeding each 
day. Fed this way, steers gained as 
well or better and required a little less 
feed per hundred pounds of gain than 
steers fed the ground, dry milo. But 
their shrinkage, enroute to market, 
was about 16 pounds per steer more 
than with the steers fed dry milo. 

@ Ground, dry milo. Average gain 
of these steers was 2.29 pounds a day. 
Their dressing percent was about the 
same, but their carcass grades aver- 
aged a little higher than the steers fed 
the moist grain.

Are pellets practical? 


WHAT does it actually cost to put up 
hay and other dry roughages as pel- 
lets? Feeding pelleted forage to beef 
cattle has been the most exciting new 
idea of the year, but is it really prac- 
tical? Agricultural Engineer N. K. 
Person, of Texas A&M College, told 
the short course group that the pellet- 
ing procedure must now include these 
steps: 

@ Receiving and handling the un- 

pelleted hay. 

@ Grinding. 

@ Mixing—sometimes. 

@ Pelleting and introducing steam 

into the process. 

@ Cooling. 

@ Handling and storing the finished 

pellets. 

For a plant which could do all this, 
at the rate of 2 tons per hour, it would 
cost about $18,000 just for the pellet- 
ing equipment (not including dehydra- 
tion equipment). 

If a plant of this size operated on 
an eight-hour day for 240 days a year, 
the approximate cost per ton of rough- 
age pelleted would be about $8.86— 
for cash costs (labor, etc.) plus interest 
on investment, depreciation, etc.

To control pink bollworm 


Which shredder 
is best? 


REDUCING the population of win- 
tering pink bollworm larvae in cotton 
residue is still a problem, and stalk 
shredders are helping solve it. But the 
big question is: Which kind of shred- 
der is the most effective—the conven- 
tional-type with a horizontal rotating 
blade, or the flail-type rotary chopper 
using a horizontal shaft with vertical 
free-swinging rotating knives? 

To answer this question, cooperative 
tests were conducted by the Texas Ex- 
periment Station and research service 
of the USDA. Tests were made in a 
field near Waco in which stalks were 
about 3% feet high. The cotton resi- 
due included green, unopen bolls; and 
insect-damaged, mature bolls which 
had been left by hand harvesters. 


The effectiveness of the machines 
was measured by the number of green 
bolls destroyed and reduction of pink 
bollworms. The flail-type rotary chop- 
per destroyed 71% of the green bolls, 
the conventional shredder, 27%. Both 
machines were operated at the same 
speed—1.7 miles an hour. 

The flail-type rotary chopper was 
also superior to the conventional-type 
shredder in percentage of pink boll- 
worms destroyed—about 80 and 40% 
respectively. However, the effective- 
ness of the flail type was reduced 
slightly by an increase in ground speed 
(over 1.7 miles an hour). And the ef- 
fectiveness of the convention type 
shredder was increased by the use of 
the lift-type blade in dry cotton resi- 
due. This blade enabled the machine 
to hold the dry material suspended in 
the machine for a longer time, thereby 
subjecting it to additional shredding. 

Since more than 16,500 moths per 
acre emerged from unshredded resi- 
due in this test, you can see the po- 
tential value of a stalk destruction pro- 
gram in reducing the number of pink 
bollworms entering hibernation.

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Straight Talk 


Mr. Nikita S. Khrushchev, 
Guest of Honor at Large, United States of America 


Dear Mr. Khrushchev: 


Welcome to the land of opportunity! The land where any- 
body who wants to get out, can! So nice of you to come. 
With the U.S. Honor Guard mothering you, you're safer than 
an American scab trying to cross a Perfect Circle or Kohler 
picket line. He gets no government protection. 

This is history-making! Never before has the opposing 
conquerer been wined and dined by the enemy during the 
war unless surrender negotiations were under way. 

The main reason given for your being here is that you 
will learn about America. Our great leaders told us all 
during World War II that all you fellas in the Kremlin 
needed to do was “understand us.” Vyshinsky, Molotov, 
Gromyko, Mikoyan, Kozlov and others have spent much 
time among us and look how much good that’s done. 

Kozlov toured our country and was immediately con- 
verted: He announced that we would turn Red. 

Gen. Eisenhower, you know, is our greatest compromising 
General. He compromised Berlin in the first place, so nat- 
urally he’s the logical one for you to settle it with. Whatever 
you do, don’t go near the Waldorf Towers. A real, honest-to- 
goodness fighting General named MacArthur lives there, and 
that might undermine the effect of your whole trip. 

In 1955 you told us: “If anyone thinks that our smiles 
mean the abandonment of the teachings of Marx, Engels, 
and Lenin, he is deceiving himself cruelly. Those who ex- 
pect this to happen might just as well wait for a shrimp to 
learn to whistle.” 

You have announced: “We must recognize that we can- 
not coexist eternally. One of us must go to the grave. We 
do not want to go to the grave. They (the West) do not 
want to go to the grave, either. So what must be done? 
We must push them to their graves.” And just recently you 
declared: “We will bury you!” That made us turn as 
pale as an undertaker’s apprentice. You know why our 
President invited you? He was afraid not to! We've decided 
we'd rather live on our belly than die on our feet. 

We now have a balance of terror. “An atmosphere in 
which,” Ike says, “new attitudes might be developed.” Ike 
is, he says, “conducting conversations, exploring Mr. Khru- 
shchev’s mind,” and he hopes to “melt a little ice.” He 
will—tlike spitting on a glacier; like Sir Neville Chamberlain 
melted at Munich 21 years ago. 

This Big Two meeting could well “liquidate the greatest 
danger to peace—American military bases.” Since we now 
have good will and brotherhood there is no need for all 
these expensive American “security” programs, U.S. over- 
seas bases, armaments. We can now spend all that money 
on welfare, more TVA’s, the Soil Bank and Reclamation. 

Please, Mr. K., go easy on us. Remember what we've done 
for you. We paved the way for your teacher, Stalin, by 
eliminating Hitler, Mussolini and Tojo. Our great humani- 
tarian President, F.D.R., “recognized,” rescued, revitalized 
Soviet Russia. We gave you $11 billion (that’d be $24 billion 
today) in aid to keep you in the war against our enemy. 

Roosevelt and Hopkins were shrewd traders: They bought 
an enemy for $11 billion that’s worth today many times 
that. We did it because we were both in a war to make 





the world safe for democracy. For 25 years we've known 
you were our friends and needed only to understand us. 

We understand you want to buy from us, with our money, 
as is customary. What do you want mostly, chains? strych- 
nine? iron curtains? 

Lenin once said, “The American businessman will sell 
the rope to hang himself with if he can make a profit on 
it.” You can do business with our leading rope salesman, 
Cyrus Eaton. But some reactionaries hope there’s only one 
American you'll do business with: an undertaker. 

Your boys are shooting up Laos in Indo-China, getting 
more real estate for you while you're here. That first night 
you stayed in the Blair House I can see you now down on 
your knees with your chubby hands clasped sweetly over a 
glass of vodka, saying your little prayer: “Now I Laos down 
to sleep, I flay thee, Ike, my Seoul to keep; if I should die 
before I Wake, I play the Bomb my goal to take.” 

Your diplomacy has gained you Communists an empire of 
900 million people whom you have saved from having to 
make their own decisions: the Ukraine, Georgia, Caucasia, 
Siberia, Turkestan, Estonia, Latvia, Armenia, Poland, Lithu- 
ania, Romania, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria, Serbia, 
Albania, Crotia, Slovenia, Tibet, North Korea, Mongolia, 
North Viet Nam, East Germany and China. Can we have a 
summit with all of them, please? 

Don't be offended by the few crackpots here who've given 
you trouble. Just remember that Congressman Walter of 
the House Un-American Activities Committee has reported 
that “The Kremlin has succeeded in enlisting, at a conserva- 
tive estimate, more than a million Americans . . . There are 
at this moment the equivalent of some 20 combat divisions 
of enemy troops stationed on American soil . . . troops that 
are loyal only to the Soviet.”
